incinerating plant com m ittee and is 
form ally organized, w ith C. A. .Troupe 
ae president and 'V. E. H ill as secre­ 
tary. 
The working plan, as outlined at 
this, will lie to collect all useful data 
from theoretical and p ractical view­ 
point^, regarding the disjiosal plant 
itself: to investigate the local situa­ 
tion so !<s to know definitely the size 
Of the plant, the num ber of team s and 
o th er equipm ent needed for colleo- 
t'o n work, the am ount 
of 
m atter 
which could be sold to defray the 
expense eonected w ith the system , 
etc. 
W ith such inform otion, the com m it­ 
tee now plans to go before the elect­ 
ors of the city w ith the proposal th a t 
th e m unicipal plant be constructed 
and 
collection 
system 
inaugurated 
with funds m ade available by popular 
vote. 
The estim ated cost of the plant 
itself is $$10,000, and It is believed 
that, onee in operation, it would be 
practically self-sustaining 
Collection would be m ade, not only 
of garbage proper, but ot m anure, 
night soil and o th er refuse m atter, 
and it is’ the belief of the com m ittee­ 
m en and of H ealth Officer Schw artz 
| that the «efficiency and economy ot 
I such a system , as com pared with tin- 
present haphazard private collection 
system , would assure a favorable vote

R egarding a possible location for 
the incinerating plant, a site in the
